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WILL  NATIONS  AVERT 

a  World  War  III. 

By  PRESIDENT  DAVID  O.  McKAY  of  the  First  Presidency 


Address     delivered     at     the     Saturday 

afternoon    session    of    the    115th    sei>ii- 

annual  general  conference,    October   7, 

1944,    in    the   Tabernacle. 

Il'EAY  I  may  have  your  sympathy  and 
faith  and  prayers  while  I  stand  before 
you  to  discharge  this  duty. 

Many  appropriate  references  have  been 
made  during  this  conference  to  the  desira- 
bihty  of  peace.  I  am  wondering  if  and 
when  peace  does  come  whether  the  nations 
will  be  sufficiently  wise  to  avert  a  third 
world  war. 

And  when  he  ivas  coi)ic  near,  he  beheld 
tiie  city,  and  wept  over  it. 

Saying,  If  ttiou  hadst  hnown,  even  tJwu, 
at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  which 
belong  unto  thy  peace  !  but  now  they  are 
hid  froni  thine  eyes.     (Luke  19:41,  42.) 

According  to  tradition,  when  these  words 
were  spoken,  Jesus  stood  on  the  Mount  of 
Olives,  opposite  a  point  in  the  walls  sur- 
rounding Jerusalem,  a  few  yards  south  of 
the  Gate  Beautiful.  From  this  spot  one 
may  behold  a  beautiful  view  of  that  historic 
city. 

It  is  \\"onderfully  picturesque,  with  its 
quaint,  flat-roofed  houses,  church  towers, 
and  mosque  domes  covering  the  four  hills 
on  which  Jerusalem  is  built.  The  view  is 
impressive  even  now  ;  it  must  have  been  in- 
spiring when  Jesus  beheld  it  in  all  its 
Herodian  splendour. 

But  it  was  the  inhabitants  of  the  city, 
not  the  beautiful  buildings  or  the  command- 


ing view  that  the  Saviour  saw  through  tear 
bedimmed  eyes  when  he  cried:  "  If  thou 
hadst  known  .  .  .  the  things  which  belong 
unto  thy  peace  !  but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eyes."  (Luke  19:42.)  He  saw  the 
people  divided  into  conflicting  and  contend- 
ing sects,  each  professing  more  holiness  and 
righteousness  than  the  other  and  all  closing 
their  eyes  to  the  truth.  There  were  the 
conservative  Hebraic  Jews,  holding  rigidly 
to  the  Mosaic  law ;  there  were  the  more 
liberal  minded,  Hellenistic  Jews  whose 
views  had  been  modified  by  pagan  philoso- 
phy ;  there  were  a  few  Essenes  with  their 
asceticism  and  rejection  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood ;  there  were  the  Sadducees  with 
their  lifeless  and  formal  observance  of  the 
Sabbath,  and  their  denial  of  the  resurrec- 
tion;  and  finally,   the  Pharisees  with  their 

ostentations  almsgiving, "  "  broadened 
phylacteries,"  "greedy  avarice,"  "haughty 
assertion  of  pre-eminence,"  "  ill-concealed 
hypocrisy  '  \\hich  was  often  hidden  under 
a  venerable  assumption  of  superior  holiness. 

No  wonder  the  Saviour,  seeing  such  divi- 
sion among  the  people,  prayed  to  the  Father 
so  earnestly  in  behalf  of  his  own  little  flock 
to  keep  them  "  one  as  we  are  one."  No 
wonder  the  Saviour,  discerning  perfectly  the 
deceit  and  hypocrisy  vmderneath  the 
glassed-over  outside  of  religion,  uttered 
such  scathing  denunciation  when  he  said : 

.  .  .  Woe  unto  yov,  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
liypocrites  !   for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of

T\\\\  Word  (if  Wisdom  is  wiser  lliaii  uxrii 
its  \)v<\  pi'onoiiciils  soiiifliiiii'S  allow. 
AI'Il'I'  adxisiug  and  warning  men  and  women 
lo  a\()id  the  narcolics,  alcoliol  and  tobaecu, 
and  othei'  liarndnl  driid<s  it  immediately 
adds  to  that  negative  ad\-iee  the  positive 
prescription  for  a  satislying  diet  that  pro- 
vides natnral  health  and  \  igoui'  whereby 
one  fools  no  noed  of  a  synlhetie  "  i)icdv- 
up."' 

Is  not   that   real  \\  isdom  ? 

People  who  continnally  feel  fagged  ont 
and  weary  as  they  face  the  temi)o  of 
modern  living  are  apt  to  begin  iri  a  small 
wa\ ,  and  with  no  intention  oi  d'sobedionco, 
tlio  use  of  mild  stinmlants,  and  perhai)s, 
lator,   stronger  ones. 

Perhaps  the  solution  lies  in  pointing  out 
moi'e  effectively  and  persistently  the  i)osi- 
ti\e   phases  of   the  revelation. 

Show  me  how  to  avoid  those  "  dumpy 
feelings  in  which  my  daily  work  bogs  down, 
and      I'll      not      seek      the      "  pause      that 
refreshes." 

Is  not  that  practical  wisdom?  Connnon 
sense  answers  "  yes.'" 

And  so  does  the  Word  of  Wisdom  I  Ikit 
that  part  of  it  is  still  largely  hidden  wis- 
dom to  many  Saints,  though  it  is  patent 
enough. 

This  ])Ositive,  constructive  part  of  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  is  not  intentionally  hidden 
by  the  Lord.  Tliere  it  is,  clear  as  print: 
'■  all  wdiolesome  herbs  .  .  .  and  every  fruit 
in  the  season  thereof.  "  (This  includes  leafy 
vegetables,  "hei'bs,"  with  all  their  minerals 
and  vitamins.)  ..."  Flesh  of  beasts  and 
of  the  fowls  .  .  .  used  sparingly,"  "  all 
grain  .  .  .  nevertheless  wheat  for  man." 
(And  this  does  not  say  part  wheat  as  our 
white  flour  products  have  been,  at  least  in 
tlie  past.) 

In  short,  the  Lord  first  admonishes  the 
Saints  not  to  use  narcotics  and  stimulants, 
nor  over-much  meat,  and  then  he  promptly 
folloW'S  with  tlie  prime  essentials  of  a  diet 
in    har)nonv    with    the    verv    "  constitution 


.lud  naliiic  of  man."  (Ileeent  \itannn  re- 
seartdi  has  again  shown  how  liter;»lly  this 
diet  is  essentially  necessary  for  our  natui'al 
bodies.) 

This  ordained  diet.  President  George  Q. 
Cannon  once  declared,  has  not  been  sup- 
plied at  the  board  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 
as  it  should  be.        He  said  : 

My  opinion  is  that  it  will  be  most  difli- 
cult  for  fathers  of  families  to  induce  their 
wives  and  children  to  refrjun  from  the 
use  of  tea  and  coft'ee,  if  they  do  not  sup- 
ply their  tables  with  other  articles  in  their 
place  ;  and  unless  food  suitable  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  lumian  system  is  pro- 
vided, our  wives  and  children  will  be 
exposed  to  constant  temptation  to  trans- 
gress the  counsels  that  are  given  in  regard 
to  oiu'  diet. 

It  is  now  more  than  ever  our  duty  to  aid 
the  Saints  to  keep  the  negative  parts  of  the 
\\'ord  of  Wisdom  by  teaching  them  to 
observe  from  childhood  the  positive  parts 
thereof.  I  say  tliis  because  since  October, 
1987,  the  Church  has  asked  all  Saints  in 
positions  of  leadership  who  could  not  keep 
the  law  to  stej  down  and  let  others  take 
their  places. 

At  last  to  Latter-day  Saints  is  available 
a  wise  and  constructive  treatise  on  the 
A\'ord  of  Wisdom  showing  in  clear  and 
simple  terms  how  families  may  select  the 
essentials  of  a  satisfying  diet  and  be  happy 
while  obeying  and  through  obeying  the  /»/? 
Word  of  W'isdom.  I  refer  to  that  in- 
valual)le  vohnne  b\  John  A.  and  Leah  1). 
Widtsoe.  The  Word  of  Wisdom — .4  Modern 
hitcfprciaiion.

Sister    Russell,    a    former  associate    editor  oi'   the    MiUcnnial   Star,   gives   herewith    an 
appealing  description  of  conditions  at  mission  headquarters  at  "Eavenslea"  in  London 

during  bombing  by  robot  bombs. 


I  WAS  there  when  the  robot  planes  were 
foiling  in  a  frightful  rain  on  London.  I 
was  a  missionary  at  the  headquarters  of 
the  British  Mission  in  the  south-west  of  the 
city.  I  was  there  \vhen  they  took  oiit  an 
old  Jewish  woman  from  the  ruins  of  what 
had  been  a  rest  home  for  aged  Jews.  She 
was  quite  dead — and  among  the  rubble  a 
small  dog  whimpered  and  showed  the 
whites  of  his  eyes  in  an  agony  of  appeal  for 
help  which  never  came. 

J.  was  there  when  the  windows  of  the 
mission  ofRce  ceased  to  be  windows  and  lay 
in  long  slivers  of  silver  upon  the  dust- 
stained  carpets.  We  had  tried  to  sleep  but 
all  night  the  hideous  buzzing  had  come  at 
intervals  and,  on  its  heels,  the  death  ridden 
silence  as  the  engine  "  cut."  One  was 

absurdly  relieved  to  hear  the  explosion — 
didn't  people  say  you  didn't  hear  the  one 
which  killed  you? 

I  was  there  the  night  our  chief,  President 
Hugii  B.  Brown,  with  characteristic  dis- 
regard for  the  conventional,  took  a  pick  and 
opened  up  the  cellars  beneath  "  Ravens- 
lea,"  and  swept  and  cleared  them  and 
erected  beds  there  for  the  rest.  He  was 
badly  soiled,  liis  hands  bruised.  He  looked 
like  a  labourer. 

/    was    there    one    morning    when    the 
mission    office   staff  knelt   in   prayer   and 
the  soft  voice  of  an  Irish  girl  supplicated 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  his   protection. 
We  heard  the  ominous  buzzing  approach- 
ing, nearer,  ever  nearer.       The  voice,  lo^v 
and  soft,  never  faltered.       The  explosion 
blew     open     the     French      windoivs.       A 
strange- peace  persisted  in  the  room  when 
we  rose  from  our  knees. 
I     was     there     w^hen     a     small     notice, 
announcing     the     untenable     condition     of 
Eavenslea,''  was  inserted  in  the  Millen- 
nial Star.       I  put  it  in  the  same  sense  of 
sorrow   one   feels   at  publishing   the    death 
notice  of  an  old  friend. 

Birmingham  received  us  with  quiet  nights 


of  bombless  skies.  I  was  there  when  the 
font  room  of  Handsworth  Chapel  was  con- 
verted for  our  use.  'One  room,  and  in  it 
were  the  secretary  to  the  British  Mission, 
the  finance  department,  the  editorial  office 
of  Millennial  Star,  the  circulation  depart- 
ment and  the  mission  book-store,  together 
with  such  trifles  as  rescued  files,  suitcases 
and  sundry  pieces  of  furniture. 

Dunkirk  would  not  have  been  glorious 
had  the  evacuation  been  accomplished  with 
pomp  and  adequate  equipment.  It  was 
the  fact  of  those  ridiculous  pleasure 
steamers,  supplementing  the  British  Navy, 
of  those  solitary  life  boats  manned  by 
civilians — some  of  them  women,  and  the 
whole  splendid,  supremely  absurd  "spunk" 
of  it  all,  which  made  it  an  epic  in  British 
history. 

During  those  months  in  Birmingham,  a 
spirit  of  surpassing  beauty  crept  into  our 
topsy-turvy  world.  We  used  ink  in  tum- 
blers and  sat  in  our  coats  in  unheated 
rooms.  The  president  opened  his  mail  in 
the  bathroom,  the  one  room  in  the  estab- 
lishment possessing  a  hot  water  cistern  and, 
though  we  laughed  with  him  at  his  ludi- 
crosity,  it  gave  one  a  lumpy  throat  too. 

/  tvas  there  a  few  days  ago,  ivhen  a 
young  American  boy  stood  on  his  feet  to 
address  a  gathering  of  Saints  in  Northern 
England.  He  had  been  born  into  the 
Church  somewhere  in  California,  and 
somehow  he  had  contrived  to  take  the 
whole  thing  for  granted.  Then  the  war 
came  and  service  overseas — in  England. 
He  met  the  sahits  there — he  lived  in  their 
homes,  attended  the  small  chapels  loith 
them — learned  to  know  them — 

They  showed  me  all  the  gospel  could 
mean.  "  he  said,  "  and  all  I'd  missed  back 
home  where  the  facilities  and  opportunities 
were  greater.  Th,e  British  Saints  made  me 
appreciate  what  it  meant  to  be  a  Mormon 
under  fire.   ..." 

I  was  there,   and  suddenly  I  was  proud. 
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FERVENT    PRAYER

Willi  tills  brief  statement,  the  author  of 
the  Epistle  of  James  gave  a  great  message 
to  the  (31iureli  anciently,  and  to  all  who 
have  read  his  inspired  writings  since  that 
t  iirie. 

"  'J'fie  effectual  fervent  jM'ayer  cjf  a 
righteous  man  availetli  miich."  In  his 
discussion  James  shows  how  Elijah  prayed 
earnestly  "  that  it  might  not  rain,  and  it 
rained  not  on  the  earth  by  a  space  of  three 
years  and  six  months.  And  he  prayed 
again,  and  the  heaven  gave  rain  and  the 
earth  brought  forth  her  fruit." 

Rut  prayer  must  be  fervent,  he  points 
out,  and  should  have  a  background  of 
righteousness.  Without      fervour,      faith 

seems  not  as  strong  as  may  be.  Yet  we 
have  been  told  to"  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
wavering,  for  he  that  wavereth  is  hke  the 
wave  of  the  sea,  driven  with  the  wind  and 
tossed." 

Likewise  prayer  must  be  sustained  by  a 
righteous  life  if  it  is  to  be  truly  effectual. 
Recall  again  the  words  of  the  Lord  regard- 
ing the  Saints  at  Jackson  County:  "  They 
were  slow  to  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  their  God,  therefore  the  Lord  their 
God  is  slow  to  hearken  unto  their  prayers 
in  the  day  of  their  trouble." 

The  Lord  is  wonderfully  merciful  to  his 
people,  and  is  willing  to  go  far  to  accom- 
modate them  in  their  desires.  When 
Abraham  plead  with  the  Lord  to  spare 
Sodom,  the  Almighty  demonstrated  his 
attitude  in  this  regard.  He  was  willing  to 
withhold  his  destruction  if  but  ten  righte- 
mis  could  be  found  in  the  entire  city.  He 
would  do  so  for  the  sake  of  those  righteous 
whom  he  loved,  and  because  of  the  prayers 
of  Abraham  whom  he  respected,  for  his 
faithfulness. 

A  similar  situation  occurred  when  Alnria 
and  Amulek  preached  to  the  wicked  inhabi- 
tants of  Ammonihah.  The  people  were 
told  "  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  prayers  of 
the  righteous  who  are  now  in  the  land,  ye 
would  even  now  be  visited  with  utter 
.  destruction,  yet  it  wcjuld  not  be  by  flood, 
as  were  the  people  m  the  day  of  Noah,  but 


it  would  be  by  famine  and  by  pestilence  and 
the  sword.  But  it  is  by  the  prayers  of 
the  righteous  that  yo  are  spared;  now  there- 
fore if  ye  will  cast  out  the  righteous  from 
among  you,  then  will  not  the  Ijord  stay  his 
hand. " 

Wc  are  living  in  a  world  afflicted  with 
wickedness,  and  in  a  time  when  the  tribula- 
tions of  the  Lord  are  falling  upon  the 
[)eople  because  of  that  wickedness.  For 
the  preservation  of  our  homes  and  loved 
ones,  and  the  principles  and  institutions 
which  we  hold  dear,  let  us  offer  "  effectual 
fervent  prayers  "  as  James  said,  and  do  so 
without  ceasing.  But  let  us  in  truth  pray 
with  fervour  and  with  faith,  and  let  our 
prayers  be  those  of  the  righteous  as  ex- 
plained in  the  sci'ipture,  for  such  are  the 
prayers  which  prevail. 

God  is  no  i*especter  of  persons.  He  will 
have  no  more  regard  for  one  than  for 
another,  except  as  one  person  may  pray 
witii  more  faith  than  another,  and  except 
as  one  person  lives  more  righteously  than 
another.  He  is  a  respecter  of  faith  and 
of  righteousness.  He  gives  priority  to  the 
obedient.  He  loves  a  broken  heart  and 
a  contrite  spirit. 

We  have  the  word  of  the  Lord  that  the 
fervent  prayers  of  the  righteous  avail 
much;  we  have  read  in  the  scripture  how, 
for  the  sake  of  the  righteous,  destruction 
was  stayed.  We  have  great  need  for  pro- 
tection to-day  in  our  homes  and  families, 
in  our  wards  and  stakes,  our  communitie-^  — 
in  our  nation.  Let  every  believer  in  Grod 
recognize  these  facts,  and  adjust  his  life  in 
obedience  to  divine  law.

heaven   against    men  :    for   ye   neither  go  in 
lioarselvcs,   neither  suffer  ye  them   that  are 
entering  to  go  in.     [Matthew  23:13.), 

Such  were  the  people  whom  the  Son  of 
Man  saw  when  he  stood  twenty  centuries 
ago  on  the  Mount  of  Olives  and  "  beheld 
Ihe  city  and  wept  over  it." 

So  we  may  picture  him  to-day  weeping 
over  a  world  weltering  in  an  orgy  of  blood 
because  a  few  gangsters  fired  by  selfish- 
ness, revenge  and  desire  for  conquest  have 
gone  mad.  Impelled  by  greedy  avarice, 
and  arrogating  to  themselves  racial  superi- 
ority, they  strode  forth  to  subdue,  to  con- 
quer, and  to  kill.  There  was  nothing  left 
for  law-abiding,  peace-loving  people  to  do 
but  to  try  to  prevent  their  depredations  and 
murder.  The  result   is  the  thunder-roar 

of  a  million  cannons,  the  devastation  of 
cities  and  farms,  the  wailing  and  suffering 
of  women  and  children,  the  groans  of  the 
wounded  and  of  the  dying,  and  the  death 
of  the  chosen  youth  of  our  land. 

Approximately  only  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury ago,  the  world  listened  to  the  clanging 
of  arms  of  nations  fighting  in  a  world-wide 
war  that  was  supposed  to  end  war  forever. 
Up  to  that  time  it  was  the  bloodiest  v^ar 
in  history. 

Again,  misguided  leaders  of  nations,  wor- 
shipping the  god  of  materialism,  have 
brought  on  World  War  II,  and  unless  the 
nations  avoid  the  evil  things  which  caused 
this  war,  there  will  be  a  World  War  III 
even  more  destructive,  more  tei'rible  than 
the  present  murderous  conflict.  Like 
causes  produce  like  effects. 

Now,  while  the  trying  exigencies  of  war 
are  wringing  our  hearts,  it  would  seem  the 
part  of  wisdom  for  men  to  examine  some  of 
the  basic  causes  that  produce  armed  conflict 
with  the  view  of  avoiding  them  in  the 
future. 

I.    Def>elopnient   of   Brutal  InstinctN. 

The  seeds  of  war  lie  in  man's  nature. 
These  seeds  germinate  at  the  first  natural 
urge  for  self-preservation,  self-perpetuation 
or  a  desire  for  conquest. 

The  fruit  of  such  seeds  is  hatred  and 
brutality. 

Knowing  this,  the  world's  chief  gangster 


trained  his  youth  to  be  brutal.  In  antici- 
pation, uideed,  in  glorification  of  armed 
conflict,  this  man  declared  that  he  would 
train  youth  to  be  brutal,  "  In  my  great 
educative  work,"  said  he,  "  I  am  beginning 
with  the  young.  .  .  .  Weakness  has  to  be 
knocked  out  of  them.  ...  A  violently 
active,  dominating,  intrepid,  brutal  youth — 
that  is  what  I  am  after.  There  must  be 
no  weakness  or  tenderness  in  it.  I  want 
to  see  once  more  in  its  eyes  the  gleam  of 
pride  and  independence  of  the  beast  of 
prey." 

It  is  significant  that  one  hundred  years 
before  this  egotistic  leader  began  to  poison 
the  minds  of  youth,  a  German  philosopher 
— Heinrich  Heine — warned  the  German 
people  that : 

Evils  will  follow  the  rise  of  "  Germanic 
pantheism,"  because  then  there  will  awake 
in  him  that  fightitig  folly  that  we  find 
among  the  ancient  Germans,  that  fights 
neither  to  kill  not  to  conquer,  hut  sitnply 
to  fight.  Christianity  has — and  that  is  its 
fairest  merit — somewhat  )nitigated  that 
brutal   German   lust   for   battle.  But    it 

could  not  destroy  it;  and.  once  the  taming 
talisman,  the  cross,  is  broken,  the  savagery 
of  the  old.  battlers  luill  flare  up  again,  the 
insane  rage  of  which  Nordic  bards  have  so 
much  io  say  and  sing.  That  talisman  is 
brittle.  The  day  will  come  when  it  will 
pitiably  collapse.  Then  the  old  stone  gods 
will  rise  from  forgotten  rubble  and  rub  the 
dust  of  a  thousand  years  from,  their  eyes; 
and  Thor  will  leap  up  and  with  his  giant 
liammer  start  smashing  Gothic  cathedrals, 
.  .  .  and  when  you  hear  a  crash  as  nothing 
ever  crashed  iti  ivorld  history,  you'll  know 
that  the  German  thunder  has  hit  the  mark. 
At.  that  sound  the  eagles  will  fall  dead  from 
the  sky,  and.  the  lions  in  the  farthest  desert 
of  Africa  will  put  in  their  tails  and  slink 
aivay  into  their  royal  caves.  A  play  ivill 
be  performed,  that  will  make  the  French 
Revolution  s-ccin  like  a  harmless  idyll  in 
comparison.   .   .   . 

Beware  !  I  wish  you  well;  that  is  why  I 
tell  you  the  bitter  truth.  You  have  more 
to  fear  from,  a  liberated  Germany  than  fi-om 
the  whole  Holy  Alliance  with  all  its  Croats 
and.  Cossacks.  (Heinrich  Heine.  "  Works 
of  Prose,"  ed.  by  Hermann  Kesen,  pp. 
51-53.) 
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//.    Tlic   Collapse  of  liunianildrian 
Principles. 

The  substitution  of  ancient  gods  lor 
Christianity  was  followed  b\  the  collapse 
of  humanitarian  principles,  and.  as  Will 
Erwin  said  in  "  An  Appeal  to  Common 
Sense,"  men  were  back  to  the  ethics  of  the 
barbarian  hordes.  Barbarians  of  the 
twentieth  century  before  Christ  killed  in 
any  manner  which  their  imagination  sug- 
gested. And  so  now  do  civilised  man  of 
the  twentieth  century  after  Christ.  The 
barbarians  of  the  twentieth  century  before 
Christ  killed  the  women  and  children  of  the 
enemy  as  tribal  self-interest  seemed  to  dic- 
tate, and  so  now  do  so-called  civilized  men 
of  the  twentieth  century  after  Christ.  The 
barbarians  of  the  twentieth  century  before 
Christ  made  slaves  of  the  conquered  people, 
or  forced  them  to  pay  tribute ;  so  virtually 
do  civilized  men  of  the  twentieth  century 
after  Christ. 

"  A  brutal  youth,"  having  in  their  eyes 
"  the  gleam  of  the  beast  of  prey  "  harp 
back  to  the  law  of  the  jungle,  as  far  from 
the  teaching  of  Christ  as  hades  from 
heaven  !  ]t   is   the   doctrine   of   avarice, 

selfishness,  and  hate. 

There  are  some  things  which  man  should 
hate — he  should  hate  injustice,  hate  hypo- 
crisy ;  hate  wickedness  in  all  its  forms,  but 
never  hate  mankind. 

We  hope  and  pray  that  this  second 
World  War  will  soon  come  to  an  end,  and 
that  war-weary,  heavy-hearted  peoples  may 
again  have  peace.  What  then?  Aftei-  all 
the  suffering,  after  all  the  destruction  of 
human  life,  shall  we  be  so  blind  as  to  have 
it  start  all  over  again?  If  the  germ  of 
hate  is  permitted  to  develop,  if  strong 
nations  strive  to  dominate  the  weak  as 
Mussolini  did  Ethiopia,  as  Japan  did  Man- 
churia ;  if  the  few  ruling  nations,  mighty 
in  the  implements  of  warfare,  seek  to 
dominate  weaker  nations  and  to  tell  them 
how  to  live  and  what  to  do ;  if  they  seek 
success  only  in  materialism  arid  shut  their 
eyes  to  the  value  of  human  souls;  if  they 
reject  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  pursue 
their  selfish  interests,  history  will  i-epeat 
itself,  the  world  will  be  plunged  into  another 
war,  and  again  the  Lord  in  pity  and  sorrow 
will  weep  over  the  folly  and  blindness  of 
the  human  race. 

Peace  will  come  and  be  maintained  only 
through    the    triumph    of    the    principles   of 


peace,  and  by  the  consequent  subjugation 
of  the  enemies  of  peace,  which  are  hatred, 
envy,  ill-gotten  gain,  the  exercise  of  un- 
righteous dominion  of  men.  Yielding  to 
these  evils  brings  misery  to  the  individual, 
unhappiness  to  the  home,  war  among 
nations,    with  resultant   misery   and   death. 

Two  thousand  years  ago  Jesus  wept  over 
Jerusalem,  the  inhabitants  of  which  were 
blind  to  the  things  which  pertained  to  their 
peace.  To-day  contention,  strife,  and 
liatred  are  manifest  between  capital  and 
labour  unions,  and  bitterness  among  advo- 
cates of  Nazism,  Fascism,  Communism, 
and  Capitalism.  No  matter  how  excellent 
any  of  these  may  seem  in  the  minds  of 
their  advocates,  none  will  ameliorate  the 
ills  of  mankind  unless  its  operation  in 
government  be  impregnated  with  the  basic 
principles  promulgated  by  the  Saviour  of 
men.  On  the  contrary,  even  a  defective 
economic  system  will  produce  good  results 
if  the  men  who  direct  it  will  be  guided  by 
the  spirit  of  Christ. 

Actuated  by  that  spirit,  leaders  will  think 
more  of  men  than  of  the  success  of  a  sys- 
tem. Kindness,  mercy,  and  justice  will 
be  substituted  for  hatred,  suspicion,  and 
greed.  There  is  no  road  to  universal 
peace,  which  does  not  lead  to  the  heart  of 
humanity. 

///.   To  Avoid  Another  War,   Then,  People 
Must  Change  Their  Way  of  Thinking. 

Men  say  that  so  long  as  human  nature 
is  as  near  to  the  animal  nature  as  it  is, 
that  selfishness,  suspicion,  greed,  chicanery, 
will  continue  to  pervade  and  govern  human 
society.  If  that  be  true  then  man  must 
rise  above  the  animal  instincts,  and  strive 
for  the  higher  and  more  abundant  life.  If 
this  requires  a  change  of  human  nature, 
then  human  nature  must  be  changed.  On 
this  point,  Beverley  Nichols  writes  im- 
pressively : 

You  c.\x  change  human  nature.  No  man 
who  has  felt  in  him  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
even  for  half  a  minute,  can  deny  this  truth, 
the  one  great  truth  in  a  world  of  little  lies.- 
You  DO  change  human  nature,  your  own 
human  nature,  if  you  surrender  it  to  him. 
To  deny  this  is  only  to  proclaim  yourself 
as  an  uneducated  fool.  .  .  . 

Human  )iature  c.\N  be  changed,  here  and 
now. 

Hununi  nature  H.\s  been  changed,  in  the 
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Human  nature  must  be  changed,  on  an 
enormous  scale,  in  the  future,  unless  the 
icorld  is  to  be  drowned,  in  its  own  blood. 

And  only  Christ  can  change  it.  .  .  . 

Twelve  men  did  quite  a  lot  to  chau.ge  tiic 
world,  nineteen  hundred  years  ago.  Twelve 
simple  men,  witli  only  the  wind  to  bear 
them  over  the  seas,  with  only  a.  few  pence 
in  their  pockets,  and  a  shining  faith  in  their 
hearts.  Tlwij  fell  far  short  of  their  ideal, 
their  ivnrds  were  twisted  and  mocked,  arid 
false  temples  were  built  over  their  bones, 
in  praise  of  a  Christ  they  would  have  re- 
jected. And  get,  by  the  light  of  their 
inspiration  many  of  the  world's  loveliest 
things  were  created,  and  many  of  the 
world's  finest  minds  inspired. 

If  tivelve  mxn  did  that,  nineteen  hundred 
year  ago,  what  might  not  twelve  men  do 
to-day?  For  God  has  now  given  us  the 
power  of  whispering  across  space,  of  trans- 
mitting our  thoughts  from,  one  end  of  the 
earth  to  another.  What  shall  we  whisper 
— what  shall  we  think?  That  is  the  ques- 
tion. {The  Fool  Hath  Said,  p.  272.) 
IV.   Eliminate   Arrogance   of  Superiority. 

With  the  spirit  of  Christ  in  their  hearts 
no  nation  will  arrogate  to  itself  superiority 
over  others,  but  give  to  each  nation,  how- 
ever small,  however  seemingly  backward, 
the  right  of  self-determ,ination. 
V.  Seek  Material  Advancement  as  a  Means 
to  Spiritual  Attainm,ent. 

With  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  in  men's 
hearts,  nations  will  accept  the  trutji  that 
integrity  is  more  to  be  desired  than  intellec- 
tual acumen  or  the  accumulation  of  wealth. 
Men  will  then  look  upon  material  advance- 
ment not  as  an  end  in  itself,  but  as  a  means 
to  spiritual  attainment.  They  will  recog- 
nize the  significance  of  "  Seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and 
all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you." 
Statesmen,  churchmen,  school  teachers, 
civic  officers,  newspapers — all  who  in  any 
way  mould  public  opinion  must  grapple  in- 
telligently with  spiritual  apathy  and  moral 
decay.  , 

Some  day  men  must  realize  that  only 
true  religion  can  satisfy  the  yearning  soul. 

VI.   Two  Great  Forces  Point  the  Way 
to  Peace, 

I  see  two  great  forces  leading  the  way 
from  the  stbyss  of  another  World  War  into 


the  realm  of  peace  and  progress — Am,erica 
and  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

America  has  the  great  opportunity  to  lead 
the  world  from  political  intrigue  and  cheap 
demagoguery,  from  national  selfishness, 
from  unrighteous  usurpation  of  power,  and 
from  unholy  aggrandizement.  She  must 
prove  to  the  peoples  of  Europe  and  of  all 
the  world  that  she  has  no  selfish  ends  to 
serve,  no  desire  for  conquest,  no  arrogance 
of   national    or   race    superiority.  When 

these    ideals   are    established    America    can 
blaze  the  trail  and  lead  the  world  to  peace. 
77??s  is  a  land  where  hate  should  die — 
This  is  a  land  where  strife  should  cease, 
Where  foul,    suspicious  fear   should  fly 
Before  our  flag   of  light   and   peace. 

But  I  repeat,  permanent  peace  will  be 
found  only  in  the  application  of  the  princi- 
ples of  the  gospel  of  peace.  Christ  came 
to  earth  to  l)ring  peace  and  good  will. 
When  he  said:  "  I  came  not  to  send  peace, 
but  a  sword,"  he  perceived  how  the  accept- 
ance of  eternal  principles  might  render 
asunder  the  dearest  ties,  and  how  a  man's 
foes  may  become  those  of  his  own  house- 
hold. Asserting  the  principles  of  the  gos- 
pel over  everything  else,  he  added:  "  He 
that  loveth  father  or  mother  moi-e  than 
me  is  not  worthy  of  me ;  and  he  that  loveth 
son  or  daughter  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me."  Thus   he   but   emphasized   the 

great  truth  that  acceptance  of  the  princi- 
ples of  the  gospel  is  the  supreme  purpose 
of  hfe. 

Again  the  Lord  has  revealed  himself  to 
man,  and  in  that  revelation  may  be  found 
the  answer  to  the  perplexities  and  yearn- 
ings of  the  human  soul. 

Again  in  this  age  Christ  has  said  : 

...  7  am  the  light  of  the  world:  he  that 
followeth  me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but 
shall  have  the  light  of  life.     [John  8:12.) 

I  feel  that  we  can  join  with  the  poet  in 
saying : 

0  Christ,  who  died  to  give  men  life. 

Bring  that  victorious  hour. 

When  man  shall  use  for  peace,  not  strife. 

His  valour,  skill,  and  power. 

Grod  grant  that  the  nations  of  the  earth 
will  soon  open  their  eyes,  and  behold  the 
light  of  the  world,  and  thereby  accept  in 
this  day  the  things  which  belong  unto  their 
peace,  I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen.

Branch   Teacher's   Message, 
April,   1945 

REPETITION 

/^  NE  of  the  accepted  methods  of  teaching  and 
^^  learning  is  by  the  process  of  repetition. 
By  saying  a  thing  over  and  over  again, 
eventually  it  may  become  ingrained.  But, 
effective  as  it  is,  this  process  may  become  very 
tiresome.  Perplexed    parents   {frequently   be- 

come weary  of  the  number  of  times  they  have 
to  remind  their  children  of  even  the  simplest 
rules  of  conduct,  with  little  apparent  carry- 
over effect — and  frequently  from  children  comes 
the  impatient  reply:  "6  we  know!  We've 
heard  that  before!  "  After  having  gone  through 
such  repeat  performances  times  without  num- 
ber, exhausted  mothers  and  fathers  have  often 
despaired.  No  doubt  we  could  save  our 
children  many  heartaches  if  they  would  only 
listen    and    learn.  And   beginning   with    this 

common  experience  of  parenthood,  we  may  well 
begin  to  appreciate  something  of  the  problems 
and  the  patience  of  the  Father  of  all  men,  from 
whom  has  come  a  tireless  repetition  of  funda- 
mental truths  all  down  through  the  centuries, 
notwithstanding  which,  men  continue  to  go 
their  own  way  and  continue  to  get  into 
trouble.  In  virtually  every  generation  pro- 
phets of  the  living  God,  men  to  whom  it  has 
been  given  to  see  beyond  their  time  and  place, 
have  stated  and  restated  the  rules  of  life,  and 
the  consequences  for  disregarding  them,  and  their 
words  have  been  recorded  for  us  to  read  and 
remember.  But    notwithstanding    the    times 

without  number  that  these  truths  have  been 
written  and  spoken  and  read  and  heard,  and 
notwithstanding  the  distressing  results  that 
have  followed  the  disregarding  of  them,  in 
every  generation  the  children  of  men,  like  their 
parents,  insist  upon  learning  many  things  for 
themselves,  the  hard  way.  With  this  in  mind 
perhaps  we  can  come  to  be  more  understanding 
of  our  own  children  and  the  children  of  others 
when  they  don't,  upon  repeated  hearings,  re- 
member to  put  all  good  advice  immediately  in- 
to practice.  If  all  the  generations  had  done 
so,  if  parents  themselves  had  done  so.  perhaps 
wG  could  expect  more  from  our  children.  But 
sooner  or  later,  if  our  teaching  has  been  sin- 
cere and  understanding  and  patient  and  wise, 
as  these,  our  children,  take  their  places  in  the 
world  thev  begin  to  remember  our  teachings, 
and  they  become  concerned  to  pass  them  on  to 
their  own  growning  sons  and  daughters — and 
they  begin  to  know  what  it  is  that  we  have 
been  trying  so  hard  to  say  to  them,  and  they 
begin  to  appreciate  why.

But  still  the  process  of 
repetition  goes  on  with  much  tiresome  teaching 
and  many  threadbare  words  and  wnth  impatient 
children  and  weary  parents — and  with  many 
needlessly  paying  a  high  price  for  costly 
lessons,  most  of  which  might  have  been  learned 
without  personal  anguish,  if  we  had  been  wise 
enough  to  believe  what  has  happened  in  the 
oast,  and  not  so  stupid  as  to  believe  it  wouldn't  ' 
happen  again  under  the  same  conditions.
